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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

1. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipate by Tanno 
et al.(USPN 6,390,594). 

With respect to claims 1 and 2, Tanno et al discloses a maintenance apparatus 
and method for an ink jet print head comprising: 

• a pressure control section which controls the pressure in the ink supply 
path against the atmospheric pressure applied to a surface of the ink to 
push the ink out of the orifice as a purging operation of ink carried out to 
remove particles of dirt in the ink then maintain the pressure applied to 
the ink surface of the orifice approximately to the atmospheric pressure 
such that the ink is not set back from the orifice plate toward the ink 
supply path after the purging operation (Column 8: line 45-66); 

• an ink suction section which suck ink remaining in the vicinity of each 
orifice and on a surface of orifice plate sorroudning each orifice after 
purging operation in a state where the pressure applied to the ink surface 
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of each orifice is maintained approximately to the atmospheric pressure 
(Column 8: line 67, Column 9: line1-8). 

Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 3 and 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 

Tanno et al. (USPN 6,390,594) in view of Nozawa (USPN 5,128,690). 

Tanno discloses an orifice plate is a protection member arranged to surround 

each orifice. 

However, Tanno fails to teach suction nozzle which moves in arrangement 
direction of the orifice along the orifice plate. 

Nozawa teaches a suction nozzle which moves in arrangement direction of the 
orifice along the orifice plate (Column 5: line 39-52, figure 7: element 82) and because 
the suction nozzle is moved back and forth in the direction in which the orifices are 
arranged in an array, an air gap, it must contact or separate form the orifice plate which 
is a protection member by an air gap. 

It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to combine the teaching of Tanno having the orifice plate with 
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Nozawa having a nozzle suction in order to keep open a predetermined number of 
nozzles. 

3. Claims 5 and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Tanno et al. (USPN 6,390,594) in view of Nozawa (USPN 5,128,690), further in view of 
Shindo (USPN 6,786,566). 

The combination of Tanno and Nozawa fails to teach the suction pressure is 
between -.27 kPa and +.27 Kpa. 

Shindo teaches the suction pressure is about .7 Kpa (Column 7: line 4-11). 

It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made as modify to have the suction pressure of .2 kPa as taught by 
Shindo. The motivation of doing so is to keep the ink in the cartridge. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 6 and 8 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claims 6 and 8 are allowable over prior art of record because at least prior of 
record has not been found to anticipate or teach the pressure applied to the ink surface 
is set in a range of between -6.7 Kpa and -2 kPa after suction of the ink is finish.
